Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant proposed amending claim 1 to use "consisting of" language. Also proposed amending claim 1 to state that 
embossing and laminating take place at the same time wherein the image has a resolution of between 1000 dpi and 
4000 dpi. The examiner agreed that the "consisting of language in addition to the embossing and laminating steps 
occuring simultaneously would distinguish the present invention from the art of record. However, the addition of such 
limitations would raise new issues that would require further consideration. 
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
